Government 
Should Act 


REGINA (CP) — Dr. 
Ronald W. Raven, a British 
cancer specialist, said Wed¬ 
nesday government, must 
take steps to curb smoking. 

K* told the Saskatchewan 
division of the Canadian Can¬ 
cer Society the marked in¬ 
crease of death from cancer 
all over the world is largely 
due to smoking. 

"The responsibility for the 
prevention of the disease lies 
with the government. Govern¬ 
ments must see to it that 
smoking is prohibited in all 
public places. Youngsters 
must be made aware of the 
dangers of smoking." 

Dr. Raven said the use of 
filter tipped cigaret* or a 
in consumption have little 
feet against cancer. 

Dr. Raven, a surgeon 
London's Royal Cancer Hos¬ 
pital. said at the present rate 
of progress it might take SO 
years to solve the cancer prob¬ 
lem. More men. money and 
research are needed. 

Dr. E. A. Bayrd, a Univer¬ 
sity of Minnesota professor, 
said people should be aware of 
the risks as well as the proof. 
"It has been proven that amok 
Ing does harm.” he said, "but 
It has never been proven that 
it does any good." 

A non-smoker. Dr. Bayrd 
said he ha* never seen a lung 
cancer patient who was not a 
heavy smoker.

Treatment Great Leveller

Neuberger meant mote than a 
Certified cheque for $1,000,000. 

The senator did well The 
treatment wasn't aa difficult 


as he thought and. when he 
returned to Washington, a 
roentgenologist studied a new 
picture of Neuberger'* lungs 
and had to ask the senator 
where the cancer used to he 
so that he couk! atud> the 
area. These are the moments 
that constrict a man's throat. 

In his office were messages 
from hi* colleagues. The sen¬ 
ator I* a Democrat. There 
were notes from Republicans 
— like Goldwater saying that 
he and* hi* wife Peggy were 
praying for Richard Neu berg¬ 
er. There were offers of trana- 
fusions, money, medical as¬ 
sistance. mass cards. 

When Neuberger returned 
to the .Senate, hi* hand* felt 
the edge* of his okl chair. Vice 
President Nixon smiled down 
from the President* desk 
Senator Frank Church of 
Idaho. 84. stood to welcome 
Neuberger back to the United 
State* Senate. He revealed 
that. 11 year* before he too 
had recovered from the same 
kind of cancer.

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Regional Planning Hurdle 


O AK Bay council’* attitude to¬ 
ward* regional planning is simi¬ 
lar if not identical to that of the 
city council. It likes the compre¬ 
hensive plan in principle, has 
nothing but praise for the work 
done by the Capital Region Planning 
Board, but is unwilling to surrender 
municipal autonomy. Oak Bay’s 
quarrel, like the City’s, is not with 
the plan or the board which devised 
It but with provincial legislation 
which would require municipalities to 
abrogate control over the pattern of 
their own development. 

It is a perfectly understandable 
objection. Municipal councils are 
elected bodies put into office to do 
for their own separate areas What a 
planning authority would essay to 
do for the region as a whole. The pro¬ 
posed hoard would be an appointed 
body not directly answerable to the 
electors: but in it would he vested 
powers over public and private 
property much wider than those 
which the local councils now possess. 
It is not to be expected that any 
municipality—least of all Oak Bay 
which has good reasons to be proud 
of the sound position it has attained 
—would submit willingly to the dic¬ 
tates of an outside body in which its 
representatives would be heavily 
outnumbered. 


Yet what is the alternative to a 
plan of development along regional 
line* with an authoritative board to 
give effect to it? Greater Victoria 
and other Canadian metropolitan 
regions made up of several municipal¬ 
ities each with its own ideas, often in 
conflict with those of its neighbors, 
have seen the disorder which can re¬ 
sult from travelling along separate 
roads. 

If what is Victoria in the regional 
sense had not split itself into sep¬ 
arate cell* y£ars ago there would be 
no problem so far as automony is 
concerned: nor would there be if some 
of the municipalities had not turned 
their backs on amalgamation. Now 
we see the same municipalities agiee- 
ing that metropolitan development is 
a good thing. How could a metro¬ 
politan plan be translated into action 
without some form of metropolitan 
control: or how could any regional 
scheme succeed if one or more units 
could take it upon themselves to stay 
out? 

It is a most perplexing situation, 
which calls for further discussion of 
ways and means between the muni¬ 
cipalities and the government. The 
plan which has been presented is too 
good and too important to the future 
of the entire area to be allowed to 
die simply because of difficulties 
over administration. 


Coyness Will Not Pay 


T HE Canadian Broadcasting Cor¬ 
poration is subsidized by the tax¬ 
payer so that it may reflect the na¬ 
tional character in its programs. This 
is important when other broadcasting 
medium* are able to blanket many 
areas in this country with programs 
of a foreign culture. In this respect 
the CBC does well, and its standards 
are often superior to those of other 
networks. 

This does not mean that its fi¬ 
nancial operations should be kept 
secret. It is fundamental that he wlro 
pays the piper calls the tune. The 
CBC is playing coy, however, and re¬ 
fuses to give the Commons broad¬ 
casting committee specific informa¬ 
tion about its program costs. It has 
been disclosed for Instance that -the 
CBC lost some S50.000 on eight un¬ 
named sponsored television programs. 
That is to say, the cost of production 
exceeded the price paid by the 
sponsors for their advertising privil¬ 
ege. The details of such transactions 
the corporation hugs to itself. 

The sponsored programs of the 
CBC are an easement of its general 
costs and help to keep the subsidy 


down. That scarcely seems warrant 
for giving advertisers a cut rate at 
the taxpayers’ expense, unless it is 
that the CBC keeps control by this 
means of the number of "commer¬ 
cials” and the general tone of the 
programs concerned. If so such a 
policy can be defended. The House 
committee is entitled to the full facts 
of the situation, however. 

The committee is properly an¬ 
noyed that while advertising agencies 
are told the production costs of the 
programs they sponsor—which per¬ 
haps affects the size of their bids— 
the public is kept in ignorance. Ob¬ 
viously the committee, which in this 
instance is the watchdog of the pub¬ 
lic, cannot do its job if it is not per¬ 
mitted to know all the facts relating 
to both costs and revenues. 

Secrecy will not serve the CBC. 
It may suggest to some that the pub¬ 
lic monies u hich keep the corporation 
in being are not being well spent. If 
suspicion grew along this line be¬ 
cause of CBC reticence about its op¬ 
erations Parliament might feel in¬ 
clined to cut the subsidy to a point 
CBC officials would not like. 


Northwest Challenge 


T IE gathering of Swiftsure 
owner* and skippers at Victoria’s 
inner harbor today, in preparation for 
the Strait of Juan de Fuca classic 
which will see a record entry of 
yachts face the- starting gun off 
Dallas Road tomorrow morning, is an 
ever welcome sight in a community 
which long ago took the white¬ 
winged fleets to its heart. It speaks 
volumes for the robust challenge of 
the Swiftsure course, 1.16 miles from 
start to finish line, that year by year 
since its revival in the postwar 
period the race has drawn cumulat¬ 
ing interest and the keenest of sail¬ 
ing competition. All that the yachts¬ 
men ask is for sailing winds, and 
this time there should be good pros¬ 
pect of that. 


The Swiftsure has been likened to 
the Fastnet course on the far side 
of the Atlantic, for the skills it calls 
for under many changes of wind, un¬ 
predictable tides, mountain - bom 
squalls, and at its halfway mark the 
buffeting of the open Pacific which 
can so often belie its name. It is a 
race for stamina, seamanship, team¬ 
work and all that is most valued in 
the timeless sport of sailing. To the 
winner goes not only the current 
custody of the trophy, but also the 
unstinted esteem of every sailing 
crew in the race. May it be so tomor¬ 
row, when the bumper number of 
yachts competing this time drive for 
the first turning point, the tide rip 
off Race Rocks.

The same might be said of Cana¬ 
dian life apart altogether from ath¬ 
letic endeavor.

Geography 
la all Important. It affects all small 
nations which live next door to larger 
nations.

To estab¬ 
lish a distinctive Canadian character 
ta not easy under such circumstances.

Doubtless something of the kind 
was bothering the letter-writer In the 
Toronto .Star last week who was an¬ 
noyed with the CBC because on the 
eve of Victoria Day its television ar¬ 
tists were flaunting the Stars and 
Stripes at her and singing “It's a 
Grand Old Flag.” She didn’t think It 
appropriate and she wondered if Ed 
Sullivan would ever put on an all- 
Canadian program on his show. Pre¬ 
sumably with the actors waving tha 
Red Ensign for the contra enjoyment 
of U.S. viewers.

TT'S nearly a year since President 
i- Stewart Bates of Central Mort¬ 
gage and Housing Corporation 
tossed a friendly 
"put up or shut up” 
at tha nation’s 
architects. And this 
week they have to 
decide which it will 
be. 

Last June Bates 
challenged the ven¬ 
erable and some- 
w hat moribund 
Royal Architectural Institute of Can- 
ada to set up the equivalent of a 
royal commission to take a long, 
hard look at the architectural failures 
and other shortcomings which have 
made most of our post year suburbs 
models of mediocrity. And he hinted 
the government would finance the 
inquiry. 

* ★ * 

The RAIC ignored the challenge 
for so long that it appeared a dead 
issue. Then in February a Joint 
RAIC-CMHC committee on housing 
decided to needle the RAK? execu¬ 
tives by endorsing the Bates proposal. 
Now the final decision is to be made 
by the RAIC Assembly, which began 
a four-day meeting at Windsor yes¬ 
terday. 

If the assembly votes affirm¬ 
atively, it will launch the RAIC Into 
the broadest and most thorough 
inquiry that has ever been made into 
the shelter aspects of the Canadian 
way of life. The RAIC “royal com¬ 
mission” would hold public hearings 
across the country, making frank 
assessments of the whole gamut of 
urban growth ills, and trying to pro- 
dure practical cures based on the 
best opinions of architects, builders, 
town planners, sociologists, lawyers, 
economists, tand-use experts, tax 
experts and consumers. 

* * * 

This kind of inquiry could scanwly 
avoid cutting arroM federal, provin¬ 
cial and municipal jurisdictions. That 
Is an argument for RAIC to under¬ 
take the Job. The Job badly needs 
doing, yet it would be politically 


I T was with considerable surprise 
last fall that I learned from a 
lawyer friend of mine that he had 
declined an offer of 
partnership with 
another lawyer of 
great reputation. 

If they had Joined 
forces. It would 
have been soon one 
of the outstanding 
legal batteries of 
our time. Rumors

The reason it is nei'essary almost 
to shanghai architects into the field 
ot medium and low' cost housing 
appear* to be that most architects are 
more interested in big public and 
commercial jobs, carrying big fees 
and public kudos, than in the prob¬ 
lems of housing. 

At the same time it would be less 
than fair not to admit that some 
architects rise to the housing chal¬ 
lenge without the enticement of much 
dollar bait—partly as a civic and pro¬ 
fessional obligation; partly for the 
reason Sir Edmund Hillary climbed 
Mount Everest: it’s there. 

* * A 

This minority — clamorous, opin¬ 
ionated. frustrated and yet grudg¬ 
ingly respected by all but the most 
ossified of architects — will un¬ 
doubtedly argue heatedly at Windsor 
for acceptance of the Bates challenge. 

The moment of decision will be 
some sort of crossroads for Canada's 
architects; one road paved with big, 
lucrative contracts; the other leading 
to longer range returns, greater pub¬ 
lic service and greater psychic 
rewards. But the roads are parallel, 
and close enough that an architect of 
ability may travel both.

I N September. 1938, Neville Cham¬ 
berlain talked about Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, which we had sold up the river, 
as a place in which

“Any editor, writer, sub-editor or 
reporter tha* goes along this line will 
he taken in under the preservation 
o7 public security ordinance. 

“We shall put him in and keep 
him in.” 



Dr. Goebhels. probably the great¬ 
est liar of all time, did precisely what 
Mr. Lee Kuan Yew is now threatening 
to do in the Far East. 

In the words of The Straits Times, 
one of the finest papers in the Far 
East:

HAVANA (UPD — MsJ. 
Raul Castro, No. 2 man of the 
Cuban revolution, was rescued 
yesterday from a desolate 
swamp where Fte had been 
marooned overnight afteV the 
forced landing of his plane. A 
few hours later he survived 
a second crash landing when 
his rescue plane put down 
with a damaged landing gear. 

The fiery. 28-year-old Castro, 
commander-in-chief of Cuba's 
armed forop. and younger 
brother o§> Premier Fidel 
Castro, had been stranded in 
the vast Cienaga de Zapata 
marshlands with three other 
military men. 

The four had been on a 
mercy mission, searching for 
a helicopter in which Maj. 
Luis Diaz Lanz. chief of the 
Cuban sir force, and two aides 
had crashed after taking the 
two Castro brothers and an 
official party on a visit of in¬ 
spection to the swamplands. 

They were spotted by air be 
side their grounded Cessna 
plane and rescued by an am 
phibious plane. 

In an unusurfl chain of 
events, the navy rescue plane 
bringing Raul and his party 
to safety was forced to make 
an emergency landing outside 
Havana after it damaged its 
landing gear and lost its nose 
wheel while attempting to 
make a water landing earlier 
at Varadero.

EDMONTON iCP) -Genetic 
damage to the people of the 
United States from radioactive 
fallout to date is equal to the 
damage suffered by the sur¬ 
vivors of the atomic bombing 
of Hiroshima, says Dr. Mar 
garet Thompson, a geneticist 
at the University of Alberta. 

Dr. Jan Van Stolk. now with 
the department of psychiatry 
at the University Hospital, said 
"I don't think scientists really 
disagree on the effects and 
dangers of radiation.” 

Medical and pathological re¬ 
sults in animals exposed to 
experimental atomic blasts* in¬ 
cluded an increased frequency 
of malignant tumors, de 
creased fertility and definite 
shortening of life. 

Dr. Van Stolk said the bombs 
dropped on Japan were rela¬ 
tively “innocent" compared 
with the bombs of today, sev¬ 
eral thousand times more 
powerful.

Germany refused to supply 
food, the Italians were unable.

Finally. Britain put forth a 
plan whereby neutral Swedish 
ships would carry Canadian 
wheat into the occ upied coun¬ 
try. The hook said: 

‘The Canadian government 


agreed to make a free gift of 
15.000 tons of wheat a month 
from Canadian stocks. This 
monthly Canadian contribu¬ 
tion continued to be the basic 
element in the feeding of 
the Greeks for the remainder 
of the war.**

humanitarian gestura of the 
war."

ROME The United States 
Olympic Committee Is begln- 
ning to bite its nails and paw 
the earth nervously because 
It needs SI .500,000 for the care 
and feeding and trana-Atlan* 
tic ferrying of our 1960 crop 
of hammer-throwers, hurdlers 
and weight-lifters. The com¬ 
mittee will fret and worry and 
scurry and ultimately scrape 
up the cash, mostly through 
individual subscriptions. 

The Italian Olympic Com 
mittee needs S70.000.000 or so 
to house 8.000 musclemen 
from far corners of th earth 
and exhibit them in their un¬ 
derwear in the 17th modern 


renewal of the quadrennial 
games. Committee members 
are ambling about with hands 
in pockets whistling the latest 
song hit. M Ciao. Ciao. Bam- 
bin*" ("Bye-Bye. Baby'i, 
without a care in the world. 
Without turning a hair they're 
raising all the dough handily 
bv the same means that got 
donfe University of Michigan 
''stuoent* jammed up with the 
law last year — selling foot¬ 
ball pools. 

Actually, the committee 
doesn't run the lottery on 
Italy's Sunday soccer matches. 
That’s done under government 
concession by a private con- 
1 cern, with 30 per cent of the 


swag going to foot the bill of 
42.000.000.000 lire for next 
summer's Roman holiday. 
Each week Italians bet $1,000.- 
000.000 lire, about $1,165,000. 
that they can guess the results 
of 13 soccer games. Thirty per 
cent of that means a weekly 
take of $500,000, and simple 
arithmetic makes it clear that 
35 wWks of gambling can pro¬ 
vide for $70,000,000 worth of 
pure amateur sport. 

"Everybody in Italy." said a 
lovely blonde named Anna, 
"plays the football pools every 
week. It is foolish not to. For 
100 lire, about 17 cents, one 
ran win a million, two million, 
even three million lire." 


That's why Italy ran afford 
an athletic plant that must be 
the most elaborate in the 
world and certainly is the 
finest ever provided for the 
Olympics. Visitors viewing the 
facilities were only starting 
when they looked over the 
four tiered S t a d I o Olimpico 
and the adjacent Stadio Dei 
Marml (Stadium of the 
Marbles). 

A hundred yards to the 
west, builders were erecting 
stands with 8.000 seats flank¬ 
ing a 50-meter outdoor swim¬ 
ming pool and a smaller div¬ 
ing pool. (Water polo will be 
played in the rose pool, under 
construction across town). The

WALLS OF GLAAS 
The structure will contain 
129.000 square feet of exhibi¬ 
tion space within glut* walls 
under a pyramidal roof of steel 
cables and colored aluminum 
panels 110 feet high at the 
apex. 

The roof will be supported 
by four giant tripods of sculp 
tured concrete and four steel 
trusses, to which the cables 
will be laced. 

NO PILLARS 

In essence, the coliseum will 
he a gigantic roof with a 
360-foot span over a flat 
asphalt floor, unobstructed 
firm wall to wall.

Greater Victoria gardener* 
should atari preparing lor an 
all-out offensive against the 
common earwig, but It's a bat¬ 
tle they will never win, Harry 
Andiaon, a Victoria entomo¬ 
logist. said last night. 

The earwigs hatched this 
year will ranch full maturity 
early next month . . . and an 
adult earwig eats more than a 
growing youngster, he said. 
Mr. Andiaon is employed by 
the Victoria branch of the fed¬ 
eral department of agriculture. 

Mr. Andiaon was comment¬ 
ing on a plan for an “Earwig 
'Week" proposed by Douglas 
Hawkes. *731 Cavendish, who 
suggested thst If ell Greater 


Victoria householders put out 
three traps each night for a 
week the earwig population 
would diminish. 

To make things worse, Mr. 
Andiaon added, about one-fifth 
of the female earwigs will lay 
another batch of eggs In June 
—do round, pearly-white eggs. 

“Trapping Is a useful sup¬ 
plement to dusting and poison 
baits, but you can never elimin¬ 
ate them." he said. 

But. he added, gardeners 
have an ally against the pest 
without realising It—a parasite 
maggot which burrows 
through the earwig's armour 
end lives inside the Insect, eat¬ 
ing It to death. 


Trapping Campaign Useful 
But Best Ally Is Maggot 


Test trappings have shown 
that about 30 per cent of ear¬ 
wigs have maggots, he aakL 
“The other 30 per cent Is 
the big problem." he said. 

Early major offensives 
against earwigs, held in Vic-

torU and Vancouver, failed 
because workmen left poi¬ 
soned bait in clumps. 

Cats and dogs ate the poison 
and became sick and public 
reaction forced the ending of 
• the campaigns. 

Mr. Andiaon gives the fol¬ 


lowing advice for the control 
of earwigs: 

Earwigs can be controlled 
by DDT or Chlordane dusts 
and by poison baits. 

DDT or Chlordane. five per 
cent strength. In powder form, 
should be spread with a dust 


gun or in a cheesecloth hag 
everywhere the earwigs Ire 
quent. 

Two application! in late 
spring, a week or two apart, 
should be enough to kill most 
of the earwigs present, but a 
thira dusting might be neces¬ 
sary in summer to kill later 
hatchings. 

Bait should be fish oil base, 
rather than apple base, or it 
can be mixed by the gardener. 
It should be only sufficiently 
wet to crumble when it Is 
scattered. It should be broad¬ 
cast as lawn seed is sown, 
scattered thinly but evenly, 
without lumps. 

A formula to make up suffi¬ 


cient bait to cover an average- 
sfVed house lot is—one pound 
nt sodium fluoride, one pound 
of molasses, five pounds of 
bran. 15 pounds of sawdust 
and about 10 quarts of water. 

Pamphlets on the control of 
earwigs, and the control of 
vegetable and field crop pests 
are available free of charge 
from Mr. Andison’s office. 545 
Superior Street, or the provin¬ 
cial department of agriculture, 
500 Belleville Street. 

But. Mr. Andiaon cautioned, 
even if a gardener managed 
to completely kill all the ear- 
w igs on his property It would 
become re-infested overnight 
from adjoining properties.

GLADIOLUS DRY ROT JAM.. 
Port Renfrew). The gladiolus bulb you 
oent me hod been rather badly at¬ 
tacked by a fungus Infection known 
as Dry Rot, forming sunken black 
lesions tn the flesh of the corm. 

When only two or three of these 
lesion* appear, scattered over the sur¬ 
face of the corm. they can be cut out 
with the point of a pocket knife, the 
bulb dusted thoroughly with Bulb 
Dust or Spergon. and planted out. 
The specimen you sent me. though, 
had fully half its surface affected, 
and any similar corns should be 
burned. 

If you buy and plant new bulbs. 
It Mould be wise to treat them with 
Spergon or Bulb Dust and plant in a 
different location. 

ROKK AND APRICOT (I.H, Shaw- 
nigan Lake). The scorched appearance 
of both the rose and apricot cuttings 
you sent me suggest a rather serious 
infection, and I think you would be 
foolhardy to replant In the same site. 
While it might he possible to nurse 
these subjects to health, there Is 


always the danger the trouble will 
spread unless it Is rooted out. 

If they were my bushes. I would 
dig them up and burn them, being 
careful to get every scrap of root, 
and the soil would be sterilized with 
formalin, one part to 50 pans water, 
soaking the ground thoroughly. Don't 
replant until you can no longer smell 
the formalin in the soil. 

BLOW POKE BEGOMA 3 (VP., 
Lake Cowlchan). The very slow 
growth of your tuberous Begonias Is 
probably due to uncongenial soil. It 
wouldn't be a very good idea to try 
to push them ahead with stimulants, 
as these should be given only to 
plants in vigorous and healthy 
growth. 

Begonias do best in a mixture of 
one part good topsoil, one part leaf- 
mould, and one part coarse sand. 
Don’t plant too deeply an inch of 
soil over the top of the bulb Is ample. 

WEEDKILLER FOR DRIVEWAY 

E.G.. Nanaimoi. My pet treatment for 
weeds and grass in gravel and cinder 
driveways Is common borax, one lb. 
per five gallons of water, and enough 
gallons to saturate the soil below 


thoroughly. Use a watering can for 
applying it. 

There are proprietory preparations 
which will give a quicker knock¬ 
down. but are more expensive than 
borax 1 . Common salt works well too, 
but is not so long-lasting in the soil. 
Some folks use furnace oil, which 
will kill everything except Queen 
Anne's Lace and similar weeds of the 
carrot family. 

INFECTED LAUREL (O S J.. 

Cobble Hill). We seem to be getting 
more than our share of fungus 
diseases today. The holes In the leaves 
of your Laurel are not due to bugs, . 
but to a fungus infection known as 
Leaf Spot. While unsightly. It is not 
particularly serious, and is unlikely 
to affect the health of your shrub 
seriously. 

No treatment will heal the lesions 
on leaves already affected, and the 
worst of these should be picked off 
and burned. To prevent the trouble 
from spreading to healthy parts of 
the bush, spray thoroughly with 
Bordeaux Mixture, six heaping table¬ 
spoonfuls per gallon of water. Or. If 
you prefer, you could use one of tho 
proprietory fruit tree sprays, which 
would control hugs as well as blights.

Answer Because it's full of repeats. 

It isn’t much of a Joke, but it does 
contain a large chew of truth. This 
summer. TV will cast up Its past pro¬ 
duct with the relentless monotony of 
a dyspeptic kllot. It will be a summer 
for slummers a hand-me-down season 
for those In the market for the shop- 
worn. 

I’d need a roadside billboard to list 
all the repeats, but here’s a wee 
sample: December Bride. Wagon 
Train. Cheyenne. Sugarfoot. Steve 
Canyon. Gunsmoke. Have Gun, Will 
Travel. Maverick. Buckskin. Loretta 


Young. Ellery Queen. Walt Disney pre¬ 
sents. Donna Reed. Ozzie and Harriet. 
Lassie. Yancy Derringer. The Million¬ 
aire. This Is Your Life. You Asked 
For It (And why did you?). 

Our TV cup, as yop can see, will re- 
runneth over. 

This sort of thing Is an obvious dis¬ 
service to the TV set owner, but I 
won't dwell on that-after all. who 
cares for him? 

The most curious aspect of the 
whole business, however, is the spon¬ 
sor's angle. When I look at repeat 
shows, I get the feeling the company 
backing the show Is a dull, uncreative 
outfit whose product—soap, cigarets. 
autos—is Just about like everyone 
else s. I feel an extreme unexcitement 
for a sponsor sleepy enough to pitch 
a dreary rerun at me. 

Backing a TV show is an expensive 


proposition, but there's no reason why 
the networks and sponsors can't slice 
budgets and experiment with new 
comics, singers, writers and with 
young fcetors in semi propless plays. 

There must be kinescopes available 
of quality foreign TV. There is a 
whole complex of modem dramatists 
that TV has only nibbled on—Anouilh, 
Giraudoux. Brecht. Lorca. O’Neill, 
Williams Betti. O’Casey. Ionesco. Pir¬ 
andello. A one-hour weekly course in 
the history of the movies which would 
utilize old film clips plus appearances 
by old stars and directors Just might 
wow the customers. 

Frankly, at this stage of the game. 
I d he willing iw watch the wild horse 
roundup at Chincoteague. But no. I 
take that back. It sounds too much 
like the plot for most of the shows 
corning up next fall.

s All You Like—but You Can’t Win 


Greater Victoria gardeners 
should start preparing for an 
gll-out offensive against the 
common earwig, but It’s a bat¬ 
tle they will never win, Harry 
Andison, a Victoria entomo¬ 
logist, said last night. 

The earwigs hatched this 
iyear will reach full maturity 
early next month ... and an 
adult earivlg eats more than a 
growing youngster, he said. 
Mr. Andison is employed by 
the Victoria branch of the fed¬ 
eral department of agriculture. 

Mr. Andison was comment¬ 
ing on a plan for an "Earwig 
Week” proposed by Douglas 
Hawkes. 2731 Cavendish, who 
suggested that if all Greater 


Victoria householders put out 
three traps each night for a 
week the earwig population 
would diminish. 

To make things worse, Mr. 
Andison added, about one-fifth 
of the female earwigs will lay 
another batch of eggs in June 
—60 round, pearly-white eggs. 

‘Trapping is a useful sup¬ 
plement to dusting and poison 
baits, but you can never elimin¬ 
ate them.” he said. 

But. he added, gardeners 
have an ally against the pest 
without realizing It—a parasite 
maggot which burrows 
through the earwig’s armour 
and lives Inside the insect, eat¬ 
ing It to death. 


Trapping Campaign Useful 
But Best Ally Is Maggot 


Test trappings have shown 
that about 50 per cent of ear¬ 
wigs have maggots, he said. 

*The other 50 per cent is 
the big problem.” he said. 

Early major offensives 
against earwigs, held in Vic¬ 


toria and Vancouver, failed 
because workmen left poi 
soned bait in clumps. 

Cats and dogs ate the poison 
and became sick and public 
reaction forced the ending of 
the campaigns. 

Mr. Andison gives the fol¬ 


lowing advice for the control 
of earwigs: 

Earwigs can be controlled 
by DDT or Chlordane dusts 
and by poison baits. 

DDT or Chlordane. five per 
cent strength, in powder form, 
should be spread with a dust 


gun or In a cheesecloth hag 
everywhere the earwigs fre¬ 
quent. 

Two applications In late 
spring, a week or two apart, 
should be enough to kill most 
of the earwigs present, but a 
third dusting might be neces¬ 
sary in summer to kill later 
hatchings. 

Bait should be fish oil base, 
rather than apple base, or it 
can be mixed by the gardener. 
It should be only sufficiently 
wet to crumble when it is 
scattered. It should be broad¬ 
cast as lawn seed is sown, 
scattered thinly but evenly, 
without lumps.

REGINA (CP) — Dr. 
Ronald W. Raven, a British 
cancer specialist, said Wed¬ 
nesday governments must 
take steps to curb smoking. 

Ke told tho Saskatchewan 
division of the Canadian Can¬ 
cer Society the marked In¬ 
crease of death from cancer 
all over the world Is largely 
due to smoking. 

“The responsibility for the 
prevention of the disease lies 
with the go v ernment. Gove 
mem* most see to it that 
smoking Is prohibited in all 
public places. Youngsters 
must be made aware of the 
dangers of smoking." 

Dr. Raven said the use of 
filter-tipped eigareta or a cut 
In consumption have little ef¬ 
fect against cancer. 

Dr. Raven, a surgeon at 
London's Royal Cancer Hos¬ 
pital. said at the present rate 
of progress It might take SO 
yean to solve the cancer prob¬ 
lem. More men. money and 
research are needed. 

Dr. E. A. Bayrd a Univer¬ 
sity of Minnesota professor, 
said people should be aware of 
the risks as well as the proof. 
“It has been proven that am 
Ing does harm." he said "but 
It has never been proven that 
It does any good" 

A nonsmoker. Dr. Bayrd 
said he has never seen a lung 
cancer patient who was not a 
heavy smoker.

“We cannot hope to build 
enough prisons to meet this 
appalling increase.’’ he said. 

Mr. McHugh, who at 19 has 
been in correctional work lor 
21 years and is adviser to two 
universities, said that prisons 
seldom provide an answer to 
criminal problems. 

And tha protection they gave 
society was only temporary, 
since 97 per cent of inmates 
returned to society eventually. 

‘Too often, In spite of our 
efforts, they leave prison with 
more serious problems thsn 
when they entered.' he said.
